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Continuation of 11: Response to arguments: Rejection under 102(e) : Regarding claim 17, applicant argues regarding lEDs , which do 
not change the settings of the substation. Examiner disagress as Bowles discloses that each substation includes processing circuit [22] 
and is also configured to receive, process and transmit data corresponding to operating parameters [col. 3, lines 59 - 61] as processing 
data corresponding to operating parameters includes setting of parameters too . 

Regarding claim 18, applicant argues that the examiner dis not address confirmation via dedicated communication network. Examiner 
disagrees as confirmation message is addressed under claim 18 rejection and dedicated communication network in claim 17. 
Rejection under 103(a): Regarding claims 1-16, applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the references. Exanier 
diagrees as is stated in the rejection and is further supported by the reference in para 0036 and 0037 on page 2-3, and 0109-01 10 on 
page 6. Remote monitoring, controlling of system will provide flexibility and remote efficient operations will increase performance of 
system. Applicant further argues that thereis no additional communication line for changing a functiion of the substation where the 
additional line is of higher security than the web communication used for monitoring. Examiner agrees but additional communication 
line is not in the claimed subject matter. As secure communication is too broad to read on communication network [12] and also 
interpreted as a protocol or method of communication to provide a secure communication, and web communication is too broad to read 
upon internet [34] in Bowles reference. Apllicant further argues changing a function of an equipment control apparatus from outside is not 
taught or suggested by Bowles and Bjorklund. Apllicant disagrees as it is taught by Bjorklund as substation is operated from remote 
control center in para 0109-01 10 on page 5. 
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
